largely among the military. New food 
is furnished the disease by a lot of fresh 
arrivals of Spaniards who are now work- 
ing in the mines near this city. 


The season is very irregular, in fact 
the weather which prevails is favorable 
for the yellow fever epidemic on the 
islands. 
Reports oontinue to be re- 
ceived from the interior. Many children 
and native Cubans are dying oi the yel- 
low feyer. At Sanietis Esyirita as many 
as twenty-four children have been swept 
away in a single day by the disense.

^ T h e City band, after discoursing tf 
Musical program in the court house 
square, followed the reception commit- 
tee, Mayor C. F. Muhler, Judge Allen 
Zollare, Col. R. S. Robortson, Hon. P. 
P. Randall, Mr. O. P. Morgan and Mr. 
H. M. Williams, to the south depot aud 
there improved the delay in the arrival 
of the train with a selection or two. 


The Fort Wayne Rifles, in their new 
uniforms, were at the station to do hon- 
or to the visiiing statesmen, and under 
command of Captain Rawles executed 
their maneuvres before the appreciative 
multitude. 


Soon, however, the train sped in, the 
visitors were saluted and driven in car- 
riages to the Wayne hotel amidst the 
pleasant eJLpre3ssionB of the vast con- 
course of persons who fairly lined the 
street eu route, 


The first thing on the program was 
supper for the guests and it was served 
in Mr. Will McKinnie's elaborate way. 


This over the visitors were escorted to 
the parlors of the elegant hotel and there 
followed the reception. The rooms were 
brilliantly arranged, with a handsome 
portrait of General Anthony Wayne to 
add the luster of bravery to the scene.

THE PESTIVITIBS TO-DAX. 


The morning did now dawn as bright 
as expected, but it was clear enough and 
cool enopgh to make exercise agree 
able. 


The morning scenes at the hotel were 
similar to those of last night and shortly 
after 9 o'clock, all being in readiness, 
the procession moved toward Mad An- 
thony Wayne park in this order: 


Chief of Police Diehl with a platoon 
of policemen. 
City band. 
Fort Wayne Rifles. 
Zollinger battery—three sections. 
Soldiers and veterans. 
Our distinguished guests in carriages, 
followed by old settlers and citizens. 


In passing the old fort, at the junction 
of the rivers, the stafi" flag was unforled 
for the president's salute, the dipping 
and raising being manipulated by Mr. 
Kit Carson. After the bugle salutation 
by the Riverside bugle corps, the Zol- 
lager battery then fired the president's 
salute of twenty-one guns under the 
direction of Capt. H. O. Eastwood and 
hundreds of people crowded about the 
old fort site to admire the minature 
representation of the old fort in 1794. 


The great concourse of people soon 
meandered to the old apple orchard, 
where a grand stand was erected.

At 12 o'clock Hon. F. P. Randall an- 
nounced prayer by Rev. Mr. Lloyd. 
His invocation was appropriate to the 
occasion and related the influence of 
God on the lives of men and affahrs of 
nations. He recounted the progress of 
the times whei^e, in the place of the In- 
dian huts, we have great monuments to 
the triumphs of mankind over whom 
God reigns. His prayer extended to the 
ex-presldent, the president, the governor 
and all people in power. 
His closing 
words were for the monumental associa- 
tion and its aims and purposes. 


JimOB ZOLIi&BS' WBIiOOHB. 


Hon. Allen Zollars was then intro- 
duced and spoke as follows. 
Ladies and Gentlemen. 


Wc ate gathered upon historic ground. 
Lees than a century ago here lived a pe- 
culiar people. A people who, for some 
inscrutible purpose, the author of all 
planted in the unbroken 
forests of 
America. Upon the ground where we 
stand, and in close proximity to it, the 
Miamis had their villages. 
Here were 
their wigwams; here they were married; 
here their children were born and nur- 
tured; here they grew old, died and were 
buried; here tney hunted and fished, 
and plied their rude canoes upon the 
waters of the rivers; here they held their 
councils; here they smoked thefr pipes 
of peace and had their war bances; here 
they struggled and fought to preserve 
their fair land 
and their *'Glorious 
Gate," as Little Turtle called the junc- 
tion of the three rivers. 
There are 
persons 
yet 
living whose memory 
reaches back to the time when that 
vpeople were yet numerous in the state 
and were yet engaged in the fierce strug- 
gle for the homes of their yonth and the 
graves of their fathers. But the century 
in which we live, in its impetuous 
march, 
has almost annihilated that 
singular ¡people and built upon their 
desolated homes a civilisation such as 


mankind never before achieved. 
With 
that receding race have gone the wild 
beasts and the forests in which they 
dwelt.

After another musical selection Hon. 
C. F. Muhler was introduced, and said 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


As the mayor of this city, and on be 
half of its 40,000 inhabitants, I bid the 
society of the Maumee valley, our guests 
and visitors, a hearty and cordial wel 
come, and while extending the welcome 
to them, I may say that our city feels 
highly honored by the presence of such 
distinguished visitors, and fully indorses 
the nobis sentiment that has brought 
them together. 


We to-day stand on hallowed ground 
This very ground heard the cry of battle 
and drank the blood of the pioneers, as 
under Harmer, and later under Wayne, 
they rallied under the fiag of this young 
republic, and planted the monuments of 
civilization. 


Under these grasse") and along the 
banks of these rivers sleep In eternal 
rest the remains of many heroes who 
gave freely their lives for civilization 
and the blessings that it brings. 


Less than a contury ago and from yon 
der point the first stand of government 
took place; ninety-six years ago the 
American flag was first flung to the 
breeze. 
There stood the old fort, and 
within the brave and youthful soldiers of 
Mad Anthony Wayne. Without its walls 
all was native, the murmuring rivers 
drove no wheels, the rich forest re- 
soanded ao soand of the axe, and the 
flelds gave no yield of golden grain, 
and the only tracks of man were those 
made by the moccasin. 


Behold now the work then initiated by 
the pioneer. 
To day Fort Wayne is a 
metropolitan city containing over 40,- 
000 willing, earnest, honest and happy 
people worth 025,000,000, with every ad 
vaiitage that man can ask, the center of 
eight railroads, the second city of the 
sixth state of the greatest country in the 
world. 


The citizens of Fort Wayne and the 
people of the Maumee valley have need 
to remember onr pioneer soldiers with

prosperoua commercial and manufactur- 
ing city. Whpre stood the forests now 
waves the golden grain, and the waste 
places have been made to blossom as the 
rose. The palatial steamer has taken 
the place of the rude canoe, the railway 
has displaced the narrow trail and the 
telegraph and telephone have taken the 
place of the messenger going alone in 
doubt and danger. 


Not only has Indiana which in the 
days of 
Washington's administration 
was upon the distant frontier, taken a 
front rank with the older states, but it 
and it'j sister states in the Ohio and 
MissisBippi valleys, have become the 
great center of wealth and power in the 
greatest and freest republic builded by 
man. 


It was evidently not intended that this 
great and rich country, capable of main- 
taining a dense population, should be 
eft in a state of savage nature. It was 
doubtless the purpose of Him who cre- 
ated all, and disposes of all, that this 
goodly land should be the abode of a 
christian civilization. Our fathers who 
left home and friends, and by their ef- 
forts and in many cases by their suffer- 
ing and death reclaimed this land, were 
not only forerunners of that oivillzation, 
and soldiers of the republic, but in a 
sense soldiers of the cross. 


It is altogether fitting therefore, that 
we should assemble here to take a retro- 
spect of the strange and wonderful past, 
and to devise meai s to erect suitable 
monuments to connect that past with the 
future, and do honor to the brave 
men who upon the banks of, and in the 
vicinity of these rivers, fought the early 
battles of the republic. 


We oaght to appreciate, and I am 
sure that we do highly appreciate the 
efforts in that direction by the Maumee 
Valley Monumental association. 
It is 
to be hoped that they may succeed, and 
that these monuments, and 
otners, 
erected to commemorate the valor and 
services of soldiers and civilians, may be 
powerful agencies in enkindling and 
keeping alive an ardent 
patriotism, 
which shall preserve the great republic 
against all internal dishonesty and dis- 
sensions, and against foreign enemies. 


It is not expected that I shall deliver 
an address, either by way of entertain- 
ment or instruction; that duty has been 
assigned to others, who wiH, doubtless, 
perform it to the edification of all who 
m ^ hear them. 


Governor Gray was selected to extend 
to the distinguished gentlemen from onr 
sister states a welcome to our common- 
wealth. Ho being unable to be present, 


have been requested to extend that 
welcome. 


Ladles and gentlemen, I congratulate 
you that we have with us to-day from 
other states gentlemen who have per- 
formed conspicuous services in the field 
and in the cabinet. 
Among them are 
soldiers and officers who did valiant eer* 
vice in the volunteer armies in the 
late 
war: 
An 
ex-governor 
and 
an 
ex-lieutenant 
governor, 
and 
judges, and citizens of the great state of 
Ohio, where so many of us were bom; 
an officer in the army, whose home is in 
Michigan, where some of us were born, 
and at whose magnifBcent university 
some of us were educated. 


We have also the honor of having 
with us a gentleman who has filled the 
n^ost exalted position within the gift of 
man, and who is now the only living 
ex-president of the Uqited States.

MB. HAT lis SPEAKS. 


These eloquent words servad to intro- 
duce Hon. R. B. Hayes, ex-president of 
the United States. 


He was warmly received and spoke of 
the history of the sceues about him and 
the aims of the association assembled. 
He marveled on the changes, the pro- 
gress since the days of Little Turtle and 
General Wavne, and regretted that the 
trials, tribulations and hardships of the 
pioneers did not prompt them to write 
their history. He expressed his appre- 
ciation of the welcome and then plesant- 
ly enumerated 
some of the modern 
things about him that would be hkely 
to surprise Little Turtle in his day. Af- 
ter 
other 
pleasant 
words, among 
them compliments to the city of Fort 
Wayne, he paid a high tribute to tbe 
late Chief 
Justice Waite, who was 
president of the Maumee Valley Monu- 
mental association at the time of his 
death. Mr. Hayes said: 


By the courttsy of the executive com- 
mittee of the Maumee Valley Monumen- 
tal association, I am called upon to 
assume the duties of presiding officer on 
this occasion in the place of the late 
Chief Justice Waite, who was president 
of the association. 


The death since the last annual Deet- 
ing of this society of its distingnished 
head, its most widely known an-^ best 
beloved member, may well lead ud to 
pause in the proceedings of the day 
while we consider briefly some of the 
facts in the character and career of the 
friend we have lost. 


The story of his life has been told so 
often and so recently that its details 
need not now be repeated, The inter- 
esting fact is that gifted by inheritance 
from his parents, with rare and sterling 
traits of intellect and character, fur- 
nished with the best literary and profes 
sional education which New Enghnd 
could give, at the outset of his career, 
in earliest manhood, he cast in his lot 
with the pioneers of the Uaumee valley 
and became a circuit rider, according to 
the custom of lawyers forty or fifty 
>earB 
ago 
throughout 
the 
then 
new 
northwest. 
And 
here 
for 
more 
than 
a 
generation 
he 
went out and in among the people of 
the valley and enjoyed such a measure 
of their esteem and affection that the 
Toledo meeting could thruthfully declare 
that "no c'.*aen was ever more widely 
known, or more sincerly esteemed fur 
the purity, gentleness and uprightness 
of his character, for the warm grasp oi 
of his hand and the warmer sympathies 
of his great heart. 
Those who knew 
him longest loved him most," Whether 
with the prosperous or the lowly he was 
was always sincere, natural, simple, 
friendly and sympathetic. The golden 
rule was in his words and in his deeds. 
What other man have we ever known 
who was so amiable, tender and love- 
able, and 
who at 
the same time 
had such a head, such a will, and such 
inflexibility of moral principle as be 
longed to Chief Justice Waite? He had 
a warm heart, a large understanding, 
sound sense, solid attainments and a 
good conscionce. His power to work 
and his mental endurance were un- 
matched. 
His cheerfalness of spirit 
never flagged. He was no self-seeker. 
He was tormented with no seiflah ambi- 
tion and he never envied others their 
success. Democratic in the best sense 
in all his feelings and instincts he 
treated all men and women as if they 
were indeed children oVthe same common 
father with himself. His sense of justice 
was so nuerring, and so coutro.'ling that 
obey it was a necessity of his 
natnreú 
He 
was 
a 
born 
judge, 
fit to decide the «trifea of men 
and to aettle the controversies of itatea. 
Oreat oocaaiom, splendid opportunities 
were sore sooner or later l a ^ n d blm 
How «Mily and 


to the demands of every duty he was 
called upon to perform. 
Associated 
with the most eminent jurists and pub- 
licists of Europe and America In the in- 
vestigation and settlement of difficult, 
intricate and weighty international ques- 
tions at Geneva, he was at once recog- 
nizedH»9 t)a|p p^r of the ablest of that 11- 
instnottB cbmpahy. Chosen a member 
of the constitutional convention, where 
Ohio's wisest men were gathered, as a 
matter of course, he was pieced at their 
head. 
Nominated for chief justice, 
there were some who doubted the wis- 
dom of the choice. This has often hap- 
pened when a western man is called to 
public attention in the ol ier states of 
the east. Even the honored representa- 
tive of the most famous family east of 
the Hudson, in his eulogy on Mr. Sew- 
ard seems to assume that Mr. Lincoln, 
when nominated in 1860, was obscure 
aud unknown. Even then, so long after 
the event, he had not learned that Lin- 
ooln's hand wrote the 'saving words in 
the critical Mason and Slidell contro- 
versy which rescued our country from 
English intervention in the very pinch 
of the great conflict for liberty and 
union. 


But the doubts as to Mr. Waite gave 
way before the added light of every new 
fact which the question called out. Af- 
ter the amplest consideration, and a 
speech of two hours from the chief 
doubter, no reply being made, the con- 
firmation was carried in the senate by a 
unanimous vote—sixty-two votes in the 
affirmative—the doubter himself remain- 
iag silent when his name was called. 


Taking his seat as chief justice early in 
1874 he held the high trust 
more 
than fourteen years. 
In the words of 
Senator Hoar, the eminent lawyer and 
scholar of Massachusetts: "The office 
of chief justice is unquestionably the 
most difficult legal office in the world. 
Our courts are not limited in their juris- 
diction as are the different Euglish 
courts. 
There is no question of law, 
equity, or admiralty or patents, which 
may not come for its final settlement to 
that tribunal. 
In addition to that, is 
the vast field of constitutional law which 
nnknown elsewhere. 
The supreme 
court of the United States has to inter- 
pret and enforce the provisions of the 
thirty-eight state constitntious when 
they come in qnestion, in cases between 
citizens of different states, and has to in- 
terpret and enforce the provisions of the 
constitution of the United States and to 
keep the legislative powers of thirty- 
eight states and of the nation within 
their appointed bounds." 


Chief Justice Waite brought to the 
discharge of these great duties an ability 
aud impartiality, a consummate and un- 
rivaled good sense which never failed to 
equal the demands of every occasion. 
He was a man of unsullied purity of life, 
of a kind heart, of unfailing courtesy, 
and of admirable temper and tact. 
He 
was the successor of Marshall, of Taney, 
of Ellsworth—men of profound learn- 
ing, and great intellectual power, but, 
says Senator Hoar: "It is not too much 
to say that his discharge of his duty in a 
very eventful period of history in the 
court, and in dealing with questions 
quite as difficult and profound and very 
much greater in number and variety 
than they had to settle, has been such 
as to entitle him to be remembered with 
them as a worthy successor in the great 
line of chief justices." 


Among the men who have added to 
the historic interest of the Maumee val- 
ley by their character and achievements, 
there are those ^^hose title no one will 
question to be re-called, aud remem- 
bered dariDg the ages to come by all 
who sha 1 inhabit the favored region. 


In the court house square of the great 
and 
1 rosperous city ot Toledo, which 
spans the river near its mouth, should 
be and will be a portrait statue of her 
most illustrious citizen, £!hief Justice 
Waite. 


Mr. Hayes closed with a review of the 
historic battle fields of the Maumee 
valley and pronounced them as great 
and grand as Rome ever boasted of. He 
paid a grand tribute to General Wayne, 
whom he pronounced the Sheridan of 
the revolutionary war and insisted that 
J^'ort Wayne must do honor to the gal- 
lant warrior whose name she bore. 


He wanted the history of the Maumee 
valley taught, as was less important his- 
tory, that all might admire the heroes 
and commemorate the victories of men 
whose memory he and others are seek- 
ing a proper place for in the nation's an- 
nals. 


Miss Ida Kellogg followed with a 
beautiful ballad and she rendered it 
with inspiring eflect. 


THB ANMUAIi BBPOBT. 


Gen. J. C, Lee then read the annual 
report as follows: 


Annual report of the board of direc- 
tors of the Maumee Valley Monumental 
association made August 15,1888: 


At the annnal meeting August 20th, 
1884, of the Pioneer Association of the 
Maumee valley, held on the battle field 
of Fallen Timber, a committee was ap- 
pointed to take into consideration and 
devise ways and means to secure the 
possession and control, so far as desira- 
ble, and protect and commemorate the 
most important historical points such as 
forts and battle-grounds in the Maumee 
valley. 
That committee had several 
meetings and after gmuch consideretion 
oi the question, it caused an Incorpor- 
ate body to be organized under the laws 
of Ohio, whose aim and object should 
be to acquire and hold title to an^i erect, 
protect and maintain monuments upon 
the old forts and baitle fields of the 
Maumee valley and to otherwise dissem- 
inate and perpetuate a knowledge of the 
important historical facts and events of 
the Maumee valley. That organization 
which is known as the Maumee Valley 
Monumental association, was incorpora- 
ted July 28, 1885. It has a board ot fif- 
teen directors, three of which are elec- 
tive each year, the term of office being 
for five yesfs. 


At the first annnal meeting of the 
board the chief justice ^of the United 
States, Morrison R. Waite was elected 
president of the board and continued to 
be such president until his death, on the 
23rd day of March, 1888. His successor 
Has not been elected, but will be at the 
next regular meeting of the board ot di- 
rectors. Since oqr last annual meeting 
the honorable Bichard Mott, ot Toledo, 
has also deceased, so that tnere are two 
vacancies in the board ot dhrectors to be 
filled, and the time of three monbers of

The association, being one not for 
profit, has no money resources, except a 
membership fee of 81 paid by those who 
become members of the association. Its 
membership numbers now 192. Its ex 
penditares have not been great, being 
mainly for stationary, books of record, 
expenses attending the ¡holding of an 
nual meeting and calling the same, ex- 
penses in printing an appeal to congress 
and also in meeting the expenses of a 
member of the executive committee who 
visited Washington to call attention of 
congress and make an appeal for an ap- 
propriation to meet the objects of the 
association. There are in the treasury 
but a few dollars, a detailed report of 
which ia made annually by the treasurer 
and secretary to the board of directors. 


The mayor of Fort Wayne, Hon. 
Charles F. Muhler, and a representative 
of the press, Capt. Allan H. Dougall, 
were present at the annual meeting of 
1887, held at Fort Meigs, and upon 
their invitation, there was held in Fort 
Wayne, on the second day of Septem- 
ber, 1887, a public meeting in the in- 
terests of the association, and twenty- 
four additional names of residents of In- 
diana were added to the membership. 
Upon the urgent invitation of these oiti- 
zens of Fort Wayne, the association de- 
termined to hold its annnal meeting 
in 
1888 
at Fort 
Wayne, and it 
is hoped that this meeting will prove 
alike satistactory to the association and 
to the patriotic citizens of Indiana who 
have brought it about. Some progress 
has been made during the year that is 
now closing. The house and senate at 
Washington payed an act at the in- 
stance of the combined influence of the 
friends of the association, in which the 
secretary of war was authorized and 
directed to appoint an engineer from 
the army to visit, inspect, survey and 
report upon grounds and expenees for 
the improvemenl and protectection and 
memoralization of the historic grounds 
of the Maumee valley. It made a small 
appropriation to meet the contingent ex- 
penses of that work. The secretary of 
war has appointed and detailed Gen. O. 
M. Poe, of the engineer corps, who has 
already entered upon and well-nigh com- 
pleted his field work. Under the detail 
that work will be completed and his re- 
port made and transmitted to the war 
department in ample time for it to be 
presented to the president, through 
whom it will go to congress not later 
than its opening session in December of 
1888. The board of directors are quite 
confident that suck report will furnish 
data 
upon 
which 
congress 
will 
Eo act 
as to 
provide the 
nec- 
essary 
legislation 
for 
the 
attain- 
ment of the ends sought by the associa- 
tioa. 
The board is confident that its 
aims mtist appeal to every patriotic senti- 
ment of the patriotic people of this coun- 
try.

i Father Allouez died on the river St. Joseph of Lake Michigan, where 
le had founded the flourishing Pottawatomie mission, about August, 
1690, full of days and merits. 


H I S T O R I C A L . 


We pass on to a description of locality, to the rivers, how the route 
was discovered, and how peopled both by Indians and by the whites. 
We speak of wars and of succeeding peace; of the origin of a village, 
aind of fatgr incidents in its history, from Ke-ki-on-ga to Fort Wayne. 


There is no doubt that the ancient Indian route over the Maumee 
%and down the Wabash to the Ohio and Mississippi was made known to 
the people in Canada by the French priests who had come from their 
lission on St. Joseph of Lake Michigan to Ke-ki-on-ga. 
Not only did the earliest of the French explorers consider this the 
most direct route to the great western river Mississippi, but those of a 
later period seem to have universally regarded the route by the Miami 
¿or Omee villages, at this point, as the best. 
By reference to early his- 
yry we find that in 1716, among the routes of travel established by the 
''ranch, was one from the head of Lake Erie up the Maumee river to 
16 site of Fort Wayne, thence by portage to the head of Little River, 
bross the marsh now crossed by the Toledo, Wabash and Western 
^ raihroad, thence by Little River to the Wabash about nine miles below 
Huntington, thence down the Wabash to the Ohio and thence to the 
Mississippi.

GEK. HABICAB'S DBFEAT. 


In 1790 Gen, Harmar, in command of the U. S. army, was ordered to 
tiie Miamis to establish a strong military post, arrivmg in the vicinity 
about the 14th of October. In a few engagements with the Indians he. 
met with some success, and destroyed some stores, but on the 22nd day 
of October he was defeated at the ford on the Maumee, where many 
brave officers and soldiers lost their life. The graves of some of them 
can still be pointed out near the ford. A nephew of Little Turtle, who 
commanded the Indians was killed in tbis engagement. 


S T . C L A I R ' S 
D E F E A T . 


The next year Gen. St. Clair was ordered to march to this place for 
the same ob]ect, but meeting the Indians under Little Turtle near Fort 
Recovery, near the Indiana line in Jay County, he and his army were 
completely routed, and returned to Fort W'ashmgton, Ohio. In this en- 
gagement several officers of rank and ability were killed. 


W A Y N E ' S 
C A M P A I G N . 


President Washington, somewhat discouraged, In looking around for 
some one.to lead our armies to victory, found among the military com- 
mandants of the time. General Wayne, a great favorite with the people, 
and he readily received the appointment to the command of the western 
troops. On the 28th of July, the army began its march upon the Indian 
villages along the Maumee, under command of this hero, and advanced 
from Fort Defiance on the 15th of August, arriving at the foot of the 
Rapids on the 18th. On the 20th the army advanced about five miles 
when they encountered the enemy and in one short hour drove 
t h e m through the thick woods. 
From every account, the enemy 
amounted to two thousand warriors. 
The troops actually engaged 
against them were less than nine hundred. This horde of savages with 
their allies, abandoned themselves to flight, and dispersed with terror 
and dismay, leaving our victorious army in full and quiet possession of 
the field of battle. 


Wayne's victory was complete. It was short and decisive; after re- 
maining three days and nights on the banks of the Maumee, in front 
of the field of battle, during which time all the houses and cornlields 
of the enemy were consumed and destroyed for a considerable distance 
both above and below Fort Miami, as well as within pistol shot of the 
garrison, who were compelled to remain tacit spectators of this general 
devastation and conflagration; among which were the houses, stores, 
and property of Colonel McKee, the British Indian agent, and principal 
instigator of the war existing between the United States and the 
savages. On the 27th, the army started upon its return march for Fort 
Defiance, laying waste, as it moved, villages and cornfields for a dis- 
tance of some iifty miles along the Maumee, 


Reaching Fort Defiance again, the army soon began repairs upon the 
fort in order to render it more substantial in its general structure; and 
here the army remained till the morning of the 14th of September, 17'J4, 
when the legion began their march for the Miami village arriving at 
5 o'clock, P. M, the 17th of September. 


The following, from the daily journal of Wayne's campaign, will show 
the appearance of this point, in 1794: 


CAMP MIAMI VILLAGES, 17TII SEPTEMBER, 1794—The army halted on 
this ground at 5 o'clock, p, m., being 47 miles from Fort Defiance and 
14 from our last encampment; there are nearly 500 acres of cleared land 
lying in one body on the rivers St. Joseph, St, Mary's and the Miami; 
there are tine points of land contiguous to those rivers adjoiiiing the 
cleared land. The rivers are navigable for small crafts in the summer, 
and in the winter there is water sufficient for large boats, the land 
adjacent fertile and well timbered, and from every appearance it lias 
been one of the largest settlements made by the Indians in this country. 


On the morning of the 22nd of October, 1794, the garrison was in 
readiness, and Lieutenant-Colonel Ilamtramck assumed command of 
the Post. After firing lii'teen rounds of cannon, Colonel Haratramck 
gave it the name of F O R T W A Y N E , 


On the 28th of October, having completed his work at the point now 
bearing his name. General Wayne with the main body of tlie regulars 
took up his line of march for Fort Greenville, which he reached on the 
2nd of November. 


During tlie period that elapsed between the departure (2Sth of Oct.) 
of Wayne for Fort Greenville from the newly completed garrison bear- 
ing his name until the 18th of ^lay, 1796, Col. Ilarmtramck remained in 
command at Fort Wayne; nothing of a very important nature trans- 
pired during that time. 


SPY NUN. 


After the arrival of the army under Wayne, Wells was made captain 
of the Spies, settling at the Old Orchard, a short distance from the 
confluence of the St. Mavy and St. Joseph, on the banks of a little 
stream afterwards called Spy Kun. 
The government subsequently 
granted him a pre-emption of some three hundred and twenty acres of 
land thereabout including his improvements thereon, the old orchard, 
etc. Wells was afterwards appointed by the Goverment, Indian Agent 
here. 


EARLY WHITE SETTLEIIS. 


The iirst white child born at Ke-ki-on-ga was Hyacinth Lasselle. 
The date of his birth was February 25th, 1777. He entered the military 
services in 1811, served as a lieutenant and captain of a company, and 
finally attained the rank of major general of the militia. He died at 
Logansport January 23rd, 1843, 


In an extract of a letter written by Major Ilamtramck to General 
Wayne, we meet with the names of two white people as early as 1794. 
The extract is as follows: 


F O R T WAY'NE, December 29, 1794, 
"Yesterday a number of chiefs of the Chippeways, Ottawas, Sacks, 
and Pottawatomies arrived with James and Antoine Lasselle. 
It ap- 
pears that the Shawnees, Delawares, and Miamies remain still under 
the influence of McKee; but Lasselle thinks they will be compelled to 
come into the measures of the other Indians. 


Mrs. Griswold (formerly Mrs. Peltier) with her grandfather and 
grandmotlier, liatis Maloeh and wife, came from Detroit to Fort Wayne 
as early as 1807, Mr. James Peltier, her husband, had been a trader at 
this point, and early becoming warmly attached to the American cause 
was long most useful to the government as an interpreter and messenger. 


Even earlier than the mention of these we have Druet de liichard- 
ville, the alleged father of Chief llichardville, a French trader here for 
some years before and after the fated expedition of La Balme in 1780. 


CHIEF RICIIAKDVILLE NOT AN INDIAN, 


• T h e statement that Richardville was an Indian is mere tradition, to 
which is added the legend that he was born in a hut near the famous 
apple tree in the old orchard. 
It is also claimed that lie ruled the 
Miamies for more than lifty years. He was born in 17t)l and died in 
1841, How could his mother be chiefess of the tribe for some thirty 
years before the war of 1812, having passed the mace of power to her 
son, which would be in the year 1782, whilst his rule of fifty years 
would place the date of his becoming chief in the year 1791 ? 


There ig no doubt whatever that Richardville was not born in the old 
orchard, and indeed it seems certain that he was not born in Fort 
Wayne. And it is settled beyond a doubt that he was not a Miami 
Indian, perhaps not an Indian at all, 


Josetta Beaubien, in the long years ago, made application to be placed 
on the Government pay roll of the Miami nation, on the ground of being 
a niece of Chief John Baptist Richardville. The Indians said that Rich- 
ardville was not an Indian and hence she could not lay claim to any of 
the privileges extended to the Miamies, They maintained that Rich- 
ardville was a French Canadian, 
The case was finally carried into the 
courts, and an attorney of Huntington was appointed to defend the 
Indians, 
lie gathered testimony, during the years 1854 and '55, from 
Frances Slocum, who was then an aged lady (a white woman who had 
been carried away from Ohio, by the Indians, when a child), living 
among the Miamies near Peru, and from the Messrs, Hunt at Toledo, 
who lived here at the old fort in a very early day of this century, 
llis 
testimony was also gathered from early white settlers about Fort 
Wayne, and from the oldest among the Indians, Frances Slocum tes- 
tified that she knew Richardville when he came from Canada, a 
young man, and became a fur trader. 
He spoke English and French, 
and rapidly acquired the Indian tongue. 


It is claimed that the traders recommended him for chief because of 
his knowledge of the languages. Again, it is stated that the traders 
made the Indians drunk and thus secured the election of Richardville, 
All this is proven to have taken piace at the mouth of the Mississinewa 
river, near Peru, probably about the year 1813, 


Again, it is maintained that the name John Baptist is nowhere found 
in the Miami tribe previous to Richardville's time. Sometimes it is met 
among the Pottawatomies, but never among the Miamies, 
La F'on- 
taine, the chief's son-in-law, stated that Richardville was not a Miami 
Indian, but a French Canadian. 
In addition to all this: When the re- 
sult of these investigations was forwarded to the Secretary of the In- 
terior, the evidence was so strong against Josetta Beaubien, sliowing 
that her relative, the chief, was a French Canadian and not a Miami 
Indian, that her case was rejected. It is further affirmed that both his 
father and mother were unknown to the Indians, All the evidence 
gathered, and it is all sworn evidence, is still on file in Washington. 
This disposes of fiction and romance that has long passed as history. 


O U R 
F I R S T 
G O V E R N O R . 
On the 4th day of July, 1800, the territory of Indiana was formed and 
Mr. Harrison, having been greatlv instrumental in its formation, was 
appointed governor, Sept, 17th, 1802, with headquarters at Vincennes, 
which had been for several years the seat of goveminent for the Indiana 
territory. All judicial matters relating to Fort Wayne were settled at 
Vincennes up to 1818, when this portion of the state extending to Lake 
Michigan, was embraced in Randolph couniy, of which Winchester was 
the county seat up to the formation of Allen county in 1823. 


D E A T H O F L I T T L E 
T U R T L E . 


On the 14th of July. 1812, the famous Little Turtle died in his lodge 
at the old orchard, a short distance north of the confluence of the St. 
Mary and St. Joseph, in the yard fronting the house of his brother-in- 
law, Capt. Wm. Wells. He came here from his place of residence, at 
Little Turtle village on Eel river, about twenty miles nothwest of Fort 
Wayne, to be treated by the U. S, surgeon at the fort. 


After the treatv of Greenville, Turtle had remained the true and 
faithful friend of the Americans, and of the U. S. government. 
Te- 
cumseh strove hard to gain his confidence and aid, but without effect, 
for nothing could move him from his purposes of peace and good will 
towards the Americans. 


F O B T W A Y N E 
D U R I N G T H E W A R O F 
1 8 1 2 . 


By the 18th of June, 1812, matters had so far approached a war basis 
between Great Britain and the United. States that the American gov- 
ernment had announced a declaration of war against the English gov- 
ernment. The northwestern posts were informed of this decision and 
the commanding officers of Fort Wa^pe, Detroit, Michillimackinaw 
and Chicago were ordered to place their garrisons in the best possible 
state (^ defence without delay.

list, the 8«n)e date upon which we gather to-day. After the massacrer 
at Chicago the Pottawatomies engiwed in it spent some weeks about 
Fort Dearborn, and divided the ^ i J s wtuch had been given them at 
the time it was forsaken. Then thev retired to their villages on the St. 
Josejph of Lake Michigan, where they were assembled in council by 
British emissaries, and at their instigation determined upon a move- 
ment to lay siege to Fort Wayne. 


This condition of affairs being communicated to the war department, 
the propriety of calling out the balance of the Kentucky draft, to be 
placed at Fort Wayne to keep the Indians in check, was pressed on the 
attention of the government. Both the American and British armies 
now soon became active in their movements against each other, and 
the British commander made bold to assert that he would march the 
the northwestern army, under General Harrison, to Montreal by the 
first of June. 


The principal objects of the expeditions against the Indians at Fort 
Wayne and other points, was to destroy their provisians and means of 
subsistence, thereoy effectually disabling them for renewed efforts. 
Richard M, Johnson, who had witnessed the effect of these movements 
and the efficiency of the mounted riflemen, on his return to congress laid 
before the war department a plan for a mounted expedition against 
the tribes.' Colonel Johnson was authorized to organize and hold in 
readiness a regiment of mounted volunteers—which he complied with 
on his return to Kentucky, at the close of the session of congress, and 
soon moved towards the scene of action. 


On the 5th of .June the regiment under Johnson took up its line of 
march for Fort Wayne, When the troops reached Shane's crossing of 
the St, Mary, about forty miles from Fort Wayne, they were halted and 
drilled for some time, and remained over night. Heavy rains having 
but recently fallen, the St, Mary was found impassible; and on the fol- 
lowing morning a rude bridge was formed over this stream by felling 
trees across it, upon which the army crossed with their baggag^and 
guns, while their horses were gotten over by swimming them by the 
side of the fallen timber. The remainder of the route to Fort Wayne 
proved very difficult, all the flats and marshes being covered with water 
and the roads very miry. 


From Fort Wayne Colonel Johnson marched to the Elkhart river and 
on across to the south side of the St, Joseph of Lake Michigan, whence 
he returned to Fort Wayne and after a few days rest started down the 
Maumee to Fort Winchester, 


Much of the season of 1815 was spent in rebuilding the fort. After 
the declaration of peace, the Indians began to gather here In large 
numbers to receive their rations. 
The council-house, which had been 
destroyed by the siege of 1812, was rebuilt in 1816 upon the site of the 
old one, which was again occupied by the former Indian agent here 
Major B, F. Stickney. In 1815 a few houses began to appear some dis- 
tance from the fort, but usually in range of the bastions. 


When Major Whistler assumed command of the garrison in May, 1815, 
aside from the the little band of soldiers here, were the two daughters 
of the covnmandant; George and John E, Hunt; Lieutenant Curtiss, 
and William Sutteniield and wife. 
Among those who came to this 
point in 1815 were a Mr, liourie, Dr, Turner, Dr. Samuel Smith, and 
John r . Hedges returned from Cincinnati. 
The following year Dr, 
Trevitt came. John II, Piatt of Cincimiati, beginning with 1812, fur- 
nished supplies to the army here, with whom in 1814 Andrew Wallace 
became associated. 
This contract was subsequently disposed of to 
Robert Hugh Glenn and Jacob Fowles, who sold it in 1817 to Major 
Wm. r . liathbone of New York City. 


In 181f>, Indiana having been admitted as a state, m compliance with 
an act of congrtss a convention was held at Corydon with a view to the 
formation of a State Constitution, in which body this part of the state, 
then a portion of Knox county, was represented by John liadolet, .John 
Ijenefiel, John Johnson, Wm, Polk and Benjamin Parke, 


Major Stickney, under date Fort Wayne, Ang. 27, 1817, writes thus to 
Thos. McKinney. Superintendent of Indian Affairs: 


All the Miamies and Eel River Miamies are under my charge, about 
one thousand four hundred in number, and there are something more 
than two thousand I'ottawatomies who come witliin my agency. 
The 
proportion of children cannot be ascertained, but it must be less than 
among the white inhabitants of the United States. They have had no 
schools or missionaries among them since the time of the French Jesuits, 
Among the buildings erected here in 181i» was a log house by Samuel 
Ilanna. 
In this he and James Barnett opened a considerable store for 
wholesaling^ to traders, in which business and building they continued 
for several years, 
'f'lieir goods reached here from the east by way of 
Detroit, Toledo and the Kapids of the Manmee, whence they were 
brought in pirogues, a kind of dug-out, usually quite long and of one 
solid tree. 


FORT AVAYNE AS A TRADING POINT. 
Trade with the Indians constituted the main hfe and business activity 
of the place, even for some years after the organization of the county. 
One of the principal ways by which Fort Wayne was reached at this 
period was by water, either by way of the St, Marys or Maumee rivers, 
usually in tlat boats or pirogues, embarking at St, Marys, Ohio, when 
coming by the way of the St. Marys river. The boat landing was just 
below the fort, about wliere the ^laumee bridge is and in the bend of 
the river. 
Up to is;)8 it was no uncommon sight to see pirogues and 
Hat boats, laden with various articles of merchandise, whisky, flour, 
furs, etc.. land and unload and reload at this point. Great quantities of 
hides and peltries, arriving here on horses, commonly called packs, or 
by water across by portage from the Wabash, were placed in pirogues 
and reshipped to Detroit and other points below. This business was 
for many years the principal commerce of the place—in fact, the coin 
itself by which notes and promises to pay were usually liquidated. 


This business of the portage or transporting of goods to and from the 
waters of the JSIaumee and Wabash, had ^before the erection of the fort 
become of considerable importance. 
For some time previous to about 
180(», it had been pretty much monopolized by the alleged mother of 
the late Chief Fuchardville, who usually employed a considerable num- 
ber of men (Indians) and horses for that purpose. The extent and 
prolit of the business was such that the Indians, upon the grant of a 
tract of land on Little river, at the treaty of Greenville, endeavored to 
have reserved to tliemselvesthe exclusive right of transportation across 
the portage, a portion of which was included in the grant; and it was 
stated that as much as one hundred dollars had been yielded from this 
source in one day. It is (juite certain that this woman amassed a con- 
siderable fortune from this. 


Among those engaged in the Indian trade at this point, in 1819, was 
Francis Comparet. 
William (i. and George W. Ewing arrived here in 
1S22 and began trading with the Indians. 


En route for the Mississippi Gen. Lewis Cass and the historian, II. R. 
Schoolcraft, made a short stop at this point in June, 1823, reaching here 
in a canoe by way of the Maumee from Detroit, whence this little vessel 
was hauled across the portage to Little River, whence they proceeded 
on their journey to the Father of ^Vaters. 


MAILS. 


The lirst regular mails began in 1822-3, which were brought here on 
horseback from Maumee and Piqua, Ohio. 


SALE OF LAND. 


A land office was established in Fort Wayne in 1822 James Holman 
of Wayne County was made Register, and Samuel C. Vance of Dearborn 
County Heceiver. 


After the survey of the lands the President issued a proclamation for 
their sale, to the highest bidder, the minimxmi price being ¡?1.25 per acre; 
the sale began on the 22d of October, 1823, at the fore. Considerable 
rivalry havnig been awakened touching that portion which embraced 
the town and neighboring settlement, some forty acres in the immediate 
locality of the fort being resei'ved for the use of the Indian Agent—the 
most extensive purchasers thereof were liarr of Baltimore, Md., and 
McCorkle of Piijua, Ohio. This portion of the city is marked on the 
city maps " Old Piatt to Fort W^ayne," and originally designated as "the 
north fraction of the south-east quarter of section two, township thirty 
north of range twelve east;" and it was on this that Messers. Barr and 
McCorkle laid off the original plat of the ''Town of Fort Wayne," as 
surveyed by Uobert Voung, of Piqua, Ohio. 


In this plat, ^slessrs. Barr and McCorkle set apart and donated, by 
deed, a body v)t ground, some four rods square, as a free place of burial, 
with the privilege to any denomination, that might form a lirst organ- 
ization here, to build a ('hurch thereon. 


ALLEN COUNTY AND WHENCE THE NA3IE. 
By an act of the legislature of 1823, the present county of Allen was 
organized, and James Jlay, of Indianapolis, AV, ^NI. Conner, of Hamilton 
county, and Abaithes Hathaway, were commissioners to determine the 
bound eries. 


In the last week of May, 1824, the first election for county ofiicers oc- 
curred; the lirst session of the County Board was held on the 31st of 
May, the Board was constituted of Wm. Rockhill, James Wyman, and 
Francis Comparet. 


The county officers were, Anthony L. Davis, Clerk; Allen Hamilton, 
Sheriff; Samuel Hanna and Benjamin Cushman, Associate Judges; 
Joseph Holman, Treasurer; H, B, McKeen, first Assessor; Lambert 
Cushoois, first Constable of Wayne township, then embracing the entire 
county; W. T. Daviss, Overseer of the Poor; R. liars. Inspector of Elec- 
tions; Israel Taylor, Joseph Troutner and Moses Scott, Fence Viewers; 
Samuel Hanna, Road Supervisor for the township. 


At the first session of the Board an election for three Justices of the 
Peace for the township was ordered, which resulted in the choice of 
Alexander Ewing, Wm, X, Hood, and Wm. Rockhill, who then assumed 
the position, ex officio, of the Board of Justices, taking the place of 
County Commissioners. 
Their first session was held October 22d, 1824, 
at which time the commissioners gave notice af the location of a State 
Road from Vernon, in Jennings county, by the way of Greensburg, 
Rushville, and New Castle, to Fort Wayne. 


The iirst circuit court held in Allen county, was on the 9th of August, 
1824 which then embraced what is now Adams, Wells, Huntington, and 
Whitley counties, C, W. Ewing was at that time prosecuting Attorney. 
John Tipton was made foreman of the grand jury, which was composed 
as follows- Paul l aber, William Suttenfield, Alexander Ewing, James 
W Hackley, Charles Weeks. John Daviss, Wm. Probst, Horace Taylor, 
James Wyman, James Conner, Cyrus Taber, and W. N. Hood. 


The first case found on the docket was that of Richard Swain, vs, 
Joseph Troutner, for trespass; and continued. At this time, W. G. 
Ewing was admitted to the bar as a practitioner at law. 


The tirst application for citizenship was made by Francis Aveline, 
before this court, in 1824. The applicaUon was granted. 
, , 
, 
Previous to 1825, the associate judges of different counties in the State 
also exercised probate jurisdiction, the clerk thereof acting also as clerk 
of the Circuit Court, while the sheriff acted for both. 


It was in this year, November 14th, that the organization of the first 
court for probate purposes occurred. Court met at the Old Washington 
Hall and was presided over by Samuel Hanna and Benjamin Cushman. 
On the 23d of May, in a small book, some six inches square, the first 
entry of letters of administration was made. . 
' ^ 


The first school house-was built, of bnck, in 1825. It was used for 
many years not only as a school hous^ but as a place of religious wor- 
ship, town meetings and pplitic^^eeches.

He was a lawyer of much 
distinction at the Kentucky bar, and combined many eminent and en- 
dearing qualities as a prirate citizen. Allen county was so named 
after him. 


Rev. Isaac McCoy opened the first school in the old Fort, assisted by 
M. Montgomery and Mr. and Mrs. Potts, in 1821, and was succeeded by 
Mr. Henry Cooper who opened one in the county jail in 1825. 


THE CANAL 


In the year, 1827, on the ad of March, by an act of Congress, every 
alternate section of land, equal to five miles in width, on both sides of 
what is now the Wabash and Erie canal, was nanted to the State of In- 
diana, for the purpose of constructing a canal from the head of navi- 
gation on the Wabash, at the mouth of the Tippecanoe river, to the foot 
of the Maumee Rapids, the same to be commenced at the expiration of 
. five years following the passage of the act; and to be completed within 
twenty years from that time. 
, 
, , 


Soon after this grant, the Land Office Commissioners closed the sales 
and entry of all goverment lands lying along and embraced within the 
limits of said grant, until such time as the State should select and locate 
her bounty under the grant, which, for a time, had the effect to retard, 
rather than superinduce and encourage settlement in the northern 
portion of the State, and along the region of the intended line of canal 
A large body of this land, amounting to some two hundred and fifty 
thousand acres, lay in the State of Ohio, which was eventually ceded 
to that State by an act of Congress and the consent of the State of Ind- 
iana, under certain stipulations, viz: that the canal should be com- 
menced and completed according to the the original grant; and that it 
should be sixty feet wide on the surface of the water and five feet deep, 
instead of forty feet wide, and four deep. Hon. Jeremiah Sullivan, 
during 1829, was commissioned to adjust and settle this matter. 


In the winter of 1826 and 1827, a Board of Canal Commissioners was 
created, whose duty it was to examine into the practicability of a canal 
route across from the Maumee to the Wabash, and of obtaining a sup- 
ply of water therefor from the St. Joseph, St. Marys, Maumee or Wa- 
bash, or all of them; for which purpose $500 were appropriated and 
Samuel Hanna of Fort Wayne, David Burr of Jackson county, and 
Robert John of Franklin county were elected commissioners. It was 
very difficult to get this Board together, but finally it was convened by 
Oovemor Ray on the 14th of July, 1828, at Indianapolis, and there re- 
ceived from him plats, maps, surveys, profiles, notes, etc., of a report 
made by a corps of Government engineers, under instruction of the En- 
gineer's department, from the mouth of Little river—at which point a 
prior survey had been suspended—thence down the Wabash, and from 
the summit at Fort Wayne down the Maumee. This Board of Commis- 
sioners met at Fort Wayne in the summer of that year (1828) and being 
without a level or any instrument to work with and having no engineer, 
and the $500 of appropriation being insufficient for any practical pur- 
pose, Judge Hanna agreed to procure the instruments and was there- 
upon dispatched to Detroit, which place he reached on horse in two 
days, then proceeding to New York, procured the instruments and re- 
turned in an extraordinary quick time for that day. The Board then 
proceeded, by the aid of John Smyth of Miamisburgh, Ohio, early in 
September to gauge the St. Joseph, St. Marys and Wabash at the forks. 
During these observations Smyth was taken sick, and left the Board, 
none of whom were engineers, to carry on the work as best they could. 
From the 10th to the 23d of September they spent the time in examin- 
ing the St. Joseph river and the adjacent country, for the purpose of 
designating the feeder of the canal, and finally succeeded in locating the 
dam and feeder-line to the summits, making tlieir own estimates and 
adopting those of Colonel Moore, under whose direction former surveys 
had been made, down the Wabash and Maumee rivers, which in the 
meantime had been received from the War Department, enabling the 
Commissioners, after the most diligent work day and night, to present 
a report of their labor on the 26th of December, later than was intended 
by the law creating the commission. 
So exhausted was Colonel Burr 
by constant fatigue in calculation, &c., that for a time his mental 
powers were o\ercome, and hence it devolved on Judge Hanna to re- 
port. This report was concurred in, and from that day went on a work 
which has proved so great a benefit to Indiana. In this capacity Judge 
Hanna served three years. The canal lands were located by commis- 
sioners, under act of January 25th, 1829, and platted and a sale opened 
at Logansport after some delay in October, 1830, and an office opened in 
the first week in October, 1832, at Fort Wayne. 


The Commissioners of the Wabash and Erie canal met at Fort Wayne 
on the 22d of February, 1832, for the purpose of carrying into effect the 
requisitions of the late law of the Legislature, providing for the com- 
mencement of said work prior to the 2d day of March, 1832, whereupon 
the commissioners appointed the anniversary of the birth of the Father 
•of his country as the day on which th first excavation should be made 
on said canal, and by order of the Board J. Vigus, Esq., was authorized 
to procure the necessary tools and assistance and repair to the most 
convenient point on tlie St. Joseph Feeder-line, at 2 o'clock, of that day 
for the purpose aforesaid. 


The iutention of the Commissioners having been made known,a large 
number of citizens of the town of Fort Wayne and its vicinity, together 
with a number of gentlemen from tlie valley of the Wabash, convened 
for the purpose of making arrangements for the celebration of this im- 
portant undertaking; Henry Rudisill was called to the chair and David 
H. Colerick appointed secretary. 


The procession having formed, proceeded across the St. Mary's river 
to the point selected, a circle was formed in wliich the Commissioners 
and Orators took their stand. Charles W. Ewing, delivered an appro- 
priate address which was received with acclamation. J. Vigus, one of 
the Canal Commissioners, and the only one present, addressed the com- 
pany; he explained the reason why his colleagues were absent—adverted 
to the difficulties and embarrassments which the friends of the canal 
had encountered and overcome; noticed the importance of the work and 
the advantages which would ultimately be realized and concluded by 
saying, I am now about to commence the Wabash and Erie canal in the 
name and by the authority of the State of Indiana. Having thus said 
he struck the blow—broke ground—while the company hailed the event 
with three clieers. Judge Hanna and Capt. Murray, two of the able and 
consistent advocates of the canal in the councils of the State, next ap- 
proached and excavated the earth; and then commenced an indiscrim- 
inate digging and cutting. The procession then marched back to town, 
THE OPENING OF THE CANAL. 


Though this took place at a later period than is intended to be in- 
cluded in this narrative, it is but proper that the event, which was of 
an almost national importance, should be at least referred to. It took 
place July 4th, 1843, eleven years after ground was broken. General 
Cass was the orator of the day. The ceremony brought together a vast 
concourse of people from Detroit, Cleveland, Toledo, LaFayette, Cin- 
cinnati and all points contiguous to Fort Wayne, 


In this connection are offered from a large number of letters, in re- 
sponse to an invitation to attend the ceremony, one from Daniel Web- 
ster, and another from Rd. M. Johnson who commanded the Kentucky 
and Ohio soldiery against the Indians in 1812. 


MR. WEBSTER'S LETTER. 


HOSTON, June 9,1843. 
GENTLEMEN—Circumstances do not allow me to accept your kind in- 
vitation to be present at the celebration of the completion of the 
Wabash and Erie Canal; but I partake, nevertheless, in full measure, 
in the satisfaction which the accomplishment of so noble a work affords 
to all friends of internal improvement. 
1 he Maumee joined to the 
Wabash! Lake Erie connected with the Ohio and the Mississippi! New 
York and New Orleans rival markets for the products of a vast portion 
of the most fertile west, with easy and rapid communication to either! 
Certainiy, you are very right in rejoicing in this event as a "new era in 
the history of the west." 
Well may the thousands of inhabitants of 
these valleys assemble together to give expression to their feelings of 
exultation, and to congratulate one another on the attainment of an 
object of such high importance. Accustomed to regard our whole 
country as one country, and to look with equal interest on the progress 
of improvement in all parts of it, I am deeply penetrated, especially, with 
a sense of the value of these great lines of communication in the new 
and rich states of the west. I should join in your celebration. If it 
were possible for me to attend it, with the most sincere gratification. 
Let the completion of this great work encourage us all. 
Let us 
hope, and for myself I both hope and believe, that the darkest hour in 
the day of our depression has passed away; and let us trust that an en- 
lightened public spirit, private industry, public and private economy, 
and the prevalence of just principles and honorable sentiments, may 
ere long place the whole country even in advance of any stage of its 
former prosperity.

June 12th, 1843, 
GENTLEMEN—Your invitation has been received to attend the cel- 
ebration of the completion of the Wabash and Erie Canal on the 4th of 
July. My previous engagement to meet the Oregon convention at Cin- 
cinnati will prevent me. Fort Wayne is a memorable place in the early 
settlement of the western country. It is a place at which I was occa- 
sionally stationed during the late war, when I had the honor to 
command thf gallant sons of Kentucky in defense of that wilderness 
frontier in conjunction with the brave sons of Ohi '. 
It brings to my 
mind interesting reminiscences connected with the condition of our 
country at that day, and there is no place in the wide valley of the 
Mississippi which I should be more gratified to visit. I regret that it 
will not be in my power to meet my fellow-citizens as requested. The 
4th of July is a very appropriate period to celebrate the completion of 
that interesting and splendid improvement, which opens a safe water 
communication to the Atlantic and middle states by means of the lakes 
and other similar improvements; thus giving strength to our federal 
union, increasing our wealth and happiness and tending to perpetuate 
our free institutions. I sincerely congratulate you and our fellow cit- 
izens of Ohio and Indiana in the benefleial results of the consummation 
of this important canal.

In 1835 a branch of the State Bank of Indiana was established here,

FORT WAYNE INCORPORATED. 


The act of the Legislature, incorporating Fort Wayne, was approved 
February 22d, 1810. and provided for the election by the people of a 
Mayor and six members of the Council. This Council elected the other 
general officers. The first officers were as follows: Mayor, George W, 
Wood; Recorder, F, P, Randall; Attorney, F, P, Randall; Treasurer, 
George F, Wright; High Constable, Samuel S, Morss; Collector, Samuel 
S. Morss; Assessor, Robert E. Fleming; Market Master, James Post; 
Street Commissioner, Joseph H. McMaken; Chief Engineer, Samuel 
Edsall; Aldermen: William Rockhill, Thomas Hamilton, Madison 
Sweetzer, Samuel Edsall, William s. Edsall and William M. Moon. The 
first Board of Health, appointed in 1842, was composed of Drs. John 
Evans, William H. Brooks and Bernard Sevenick. 


RAILROADS. 


The Ohio and Indiana railroad was located here in 1852 and completed 
in 1854. The Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad was commenced in 1854 
and completed in 1857. In IHofJ the two were consolidated and became 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Cliicago railroad. 


The first locomotive reached Fort Wayne by way of the canal, in 
charge of R. W. Wohlfert, It was landed June 4th, 1854. 


CITY SEAL. 


The seal of the city of Fort Wayne was designed by Hon. F, P, Ran- 
aall about 1858. Upon its face are a pair of scales; under the scales are 
d sword and Mercury's wand inverted crossed at their points. Above 
the scales is the word, in a semicircle, Ke-ki-on-ga, the Indian (original) 
name of our present Fort Wayne, The word is consequently not of a 
Greek origin, as a clerk in one of the departments at Washington some 
years ago thought it to be, when he fruitlessly searched for it in Web- 
ster's unabridged. Around the outside edge are the words, "City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana." 


THE END, 


It is plain that the Indian settlement of Ke-ki-on-ga, beginning with 
the early visits of both the red man and the white, to the building of 
forts and the battles fought here and in the neighborhood, is historic 
ground of more than ordinary interest. Again, from the day that peace 
was made after the Indian wars, and its re-establishment in the days of 
1812, to the coming of white settlers, and in the meantime the impor- 
tance attached by the government to the natural waterways and forts 
of this region, are facts worthy of more tiian passing notice. Yet 
again, this being the camping ground of an Indian tribe powerful in 
war and rich in possessions, and it being the soil upon which a bulwark 
of protection was built—a fortress from which in honor of an heroic 
and skillful general our city is named—is there any wonder that we 
take a pride in speaking of our existence and its importance in history, 
—of the deeds of our early settlers ? Nay, there cannot be any surprise 
that we seek to perpetuate by an imperishable monument of stone and 
iron, to have floating o'er it the stars and stripes for which they fought 
and beneath which as under a protective mantle we love to gather—to 
build a monument to the memory of a brave soldiery and to Ham- 
tramck, marshalled to civilization's victory by that hero of the Maumee 
valley. General Anthony Wayne!

happily dispelled as nothing of the 
above nature was breathed during the 
meeting, and if it had been, the chair- 
man, Mr. E. B. Smith, would have ruled 
it out of order, as being contrary to the 
constitution and by laws. 


Ed. McCamley, who was sent up as a 
proxy, was by resolution allowed a seat 
in the hall, but was not given pernússion 
to vote, as it was decided by a poll of 
the council that there was no constitu- 
tional warrant for permitting a vote by 
proxy. 


The Typographical union delegate« 
brought up the question of celebrating; 
labor day, but as it received no seconci 
and did not meet with favor, the chair 
passed it and the council proceeded to 
the consideration of other business. 


The council after transacting some 
other minor business adjourned until the 
first Tuesday in September.

There stood the old fort, auc 
within the brave and youthful soldiers ol 
Mad Anthony Wayne. Without Its walls 
all was native, the murmuring rivers 
drove no wheels, the rich forest re- 
sounded no sound of tho axe, and the 
fields gave no yield of golden grain, 
and the only tracks of man were those 
made by the moccasin. 


Behold nowthework then initiated by 


the pioneer. 
To day Fort Wayne ia a 


metropolitan dty containing over 40,- 
000 willing, earnest, honest and happy 
people worth 125,000,000, with every ad- 
rautage that man can ask, the center of 
eight railroads, the second dty of tbo

has displaced the narrow trail and tbe 
telegraph aud telephone have taken the 
place of tbe messenger going alone in 
lonbt and danger. 
Not only baa Indiana which in the 
d*7s of Washington's administration 
was upon the distant frontier, taken a 
front rank with the older states, bnt it 
and it* sister states in the Ohio and 
Mississippi valleys, have become the 
[rest center of wealth and power In the 
[roatcst and trent republic trailded by 
man. 


It was evidently not Intended that this 
treat and rich oonntry, capable of mata- 
alnlDg a dense population, should be 
eft In a state of 'savage nature. It was 
doubtless the purpose of Him who cre- 
ated all, and disposes of all, tbat this 
goodly land shonld be tbe abode ot a 
Christian civilisation. Onr fathers wbo 
eft home and friends, and by their ef- 
oris and in many eases by their snffer- 
ng and death reclaimed this land, were 
not only forerunners of that civilization, 
«nd soldien of tbe republic, bnt in a 
sense soldiers of the orou. 


It Is altogether fitting therefore, that 


we should assemble here to take a retro* 
•pact of the strange and wonderful past, 
and to devise means to erect suitable 
monument* to connect that past with the 
Future, and do honor to tbe brave 
men who npou the banks of, and la tbe 
vicinity ot these rivers, fought the early 
battles of tbe republic, 


We ought to appreciate, and I an 


sure that wa do highly appreciate the 
efforts in that direction by the Maumea 
Valley Monumental association.

erected to commemorate the valor and 
services of soldiers and civilians, may be 
powerful agencies In enkindling and 
keeping alive an ardent patriotism, 
which shall preserve tbe great republic 
against all internal dishonesty and dis- 
sensions, and against foreign enemies.

there wero Borne who doubted the wis- 
dom of the choice. Thin boa often hap- 
pened when a western man is called to 
pnblio attention in tho oLlet states of 
tbe east. Even the honored representa- 
tive of the most famous family east of 
the Hudson, In bis eulogy on Mr. Sew- 
ard seems to assume tbat Mr. Lincoln, 
when nominated in I860, was obscure 
and unknown. Even then, BO long after 
the event, he had uot learned tbat Lin- 
coln's band wrote the 'saving words in 
the critical Mason and Hlldell contra- 
verity which rescued our country from 
English intervention iu the very pinch 
of the great conflict for liberty find 
onion. 


Bnt the doubts as to Mr. Walte gave 


way before the added light of every new 
Tact which the question called out. Af- 
ter tho amplest consideration, and a 
speech of two hours from the chfel 
doubter, no reply being made, the con- 
firmation waa carried in the senate by a 
unanimous vote— sixty-two votes in the 
iffirmotlvo— the doubter himself remaln- 
ng silent when bin name was called. 


Taking his seat an chief justice early in 


1874 he held tbe high trust more 
ban fourteen years. 
In the words oi 


Senator Hoar, the eminent lawyer and 
scholar of Massachusetts: "The office 
of chief justice ia unquestionably the 
most difficult legal office in tbe world. 
)nr courts are not limited in their juris- 
diction as are the different English 
courts. There Ia no question of law, 
equity, or admiralty or pateate, which 
may not come for Its final settlement to 
hat tribunal. In addition to that, Is 
he vast field ot constitutional law which 
F unknown elsewhere. The supreme 
court of the United States has to Inter- 
pret and enforce the provisions of the 
blrly-elght state constitntloDS when 


ItlzenB of different states, and has to In- 
terprct and enforce the provisions ot the 
constitution of the United Htates and to 
keep the legislative powers of tbirty- 
ight states and of the nation within 
heir appointed boanda." . 
Chief Justice Watte brought to the 


discharge of these great duties HI ability 
ud Impartiality, a consummate and nn* 
rivaled good sense which never failed to 
equal the demands of every occasion. 
le was a man of unsullied purity of life, 
of a kind heart, of unfailing courtesy, 
and of admirable temper and tact. 
He 


waa the successor of Marshall, ot Taney. 
( Ellsworth— men of profound leani- 
ng, and great intellectual power, but, 
ays Senator Hoar "It Is not too much 
to say tbat his discharge of his dnty In a 


nry eventful period of history In tbe 


court, and in dealing wltb questions 


nlte ss difficult and profound and very 
mnoh greater In number and variety 
ban they had to settle, haa been snob 
as to eutitte him to be remembered with 
hem as a worthy ancoessor in the great 
no of chief justices." 


Among the men who have added to 
he historic Interest of tbe Manmoe val- 
ey by their character and achievements, 
iere are those tthose title no one will 
nefltion to bo ro-oalled, aud romom- 
iered during the ages to come by all 
who shall inhabit the favored region.

Ho 
pild a grand tribute to General Wayne, 
whom he pronounced tbe Sheridan of 
he revolutionary war and instated that 
I'ort Wayne must do honor to the gal- 
ant warrior whose name she bore,

At the annual meeting August 20th, 


1884, of the Pioneer Association of the 
Vlanmee valley, held on the battle-field 
of Fallen Timber, n committee wu ap- 
pointed to take into consideration and 
devise ways and means to secure the 
JoBBOuaiou and control, so far as deaira- 
3)0, and protect and commemorate tbe 
mout important historical points Bnoh ae 
forts and batUe-Rroanda in the Manmeo 
valley. 
That oommtttoo had several 


meetings and after Smnoh consideration 
of the question, it oaneed an Incorpor- 
ate body to be organized under the lawa 
of Ohio, whoso aim and object should 
38 to ncqniro and hold titlo to an>l erect, 
aroteot and maintain monnraente upon 
•ho old forts nnd haUlo- fields of the 
Uanmee valley AIK! to otherwise dienom. 
mate and peipotonio a knowledge of the 
important historical foots and events ot 
the Maumeo Valley. Tbat organization 
wtilob IB knowu as tbe Maumee Valley 
Monumental aRsooUtfou, was incorpora- 
ted Jtily 28, 1885. It hew a board of fif- 
teen directory three of which aro elec- 
tive each yoar, tho terra of office being 
lot five years, 


At tho flrst annnnl meeting of tho 


board tho oliiaf justice ^of tbe United 
States, Morrison H, Walte waa clouted 
president of the board nnd continued to 
bo saoli president until hia tleatlt, on the 
U3rd day of March, 1883. Hid saoooBBor 
lias not boon elected, bnt will bo at the 
next rogalnr meeting of the board of di- 
rectors. Hiuoe our last annnsil mooting 
tho honorable Richard Mott, of Toledo, 
linn ulio dooaaned, no that thorn ore two 
vacancies in tbe board of directors to bo 
filled, and tho time of three members o 
tho board expiring at thia time, it wll 
be ueoeasary tjo^j^^a^te1 places als.c 
The other offic^jj^^^^ward, constat- 


ing of vice-presidents, secretory and 
trewnrer and the executive committee, 
are all chosen by the board of directors 
annually.

HAKMAK'S DEFEAT. 


In 171)0 Gen, Ilaruiar, in cuiuniiiiid of the U. S. army, was ordered to 


the Minims to i>xl;iblish ;i strong military post, arriving in the vicinity 
about the 1-tth of October. In ;i few «uga(jemonts with the Indians he. 
met with some success, and destroyed some stores, but on the 22nd day 
of October he was defeated at the ford oil tho Maumee whore many 
bravo oOicers and soldiers lost their life. The graves of some of them 
can still be pointed out near the ford. A nephew of Little Turtle, who 
commanded the Indians was killed in this engagement. 


ST. CLAIU'S DEFEAT. 


JLhe next year Gen. St. Clair was ordered to march to this place for 


the same object/mit meeting the Indians under Little Turtle near Fort 
Heeovery, near the Indiana line in .lay County he and his army were 
completely routed, and returned to Fort Washington, Ohio. In this en- 
gagement several officers of rank and ability were killed. 


IVAYNE'S CAMPAIGN. 


President Washington, somewhat discouraged, In looking around for 


some oneJo lead our armies to victory, found among the military com- 
mandants of the time, General AVayne, a great favorite with tin; people, 
and he readily received the appointment to the command of the western 
troops. On the 28lh of -Inly, the army be^m its march upon tho Indian 
villages along the Maumee, under command of this herv, and advanced 
from Fort Defiance un the loth of August, arriving at the foot of the 
Kapids cm the ISfcli. On the 20th the army advanced about live miles 
when they encountered the enemy and in one short hour drove 
them through the thick woods. From every account, the enemy 
amounted to two thousand warriors. 
The troops actually engaged 


against them were less than nine hundred. This horde of savages with 
their allies, abandoned themselves to Might, and dispersed with terror 
and dismay, leaviug our victorious army in full and quiet possession of 
the field of battle. 


Wayne's victory was complete. It was short and decisive; after re- 


maining three days and nights on tho banks of the JIaumee, in front 
of the Held of battle, during which time all the houses and eornlields 
oC the enemy were consumed and destroyed for u considerable distance 
both above and below Fort Miami, us well as within pistol shot of the 
garrison, who were compelled to remain tsicit spectators of this general 
uiiTUstation and conflagration; among which were the houses, stores, 
and property of Colonel McKee, the British Indian agent, and principal 
instigator of the war existing between the United States and the 
savages. On the 27th. the army started upon its return marcli for Fort 
Defiance, laying waste, as it moved, villages and cornfields for a dis- 
tance of some fifty miles along the Maumee. 


Reaching Fort Defiance again, the army soon began repairs upon: the 


fort in order to render it more substantial in its general structure; and 
here the army remained till tho morning of the I-ltli of September, 17SI1, 
when tho legion began their march for the Miami village arriving at 
5 o'clock, 1'. M. the 17th of September. 


The following, from the daily journal of Wayne's campaign, will show 


the appearance of this point, iu I'M: 


CAMP MIAMI VILLAGES, HTII SKPTEMIIEK.!''.)!— The army halted on 


this ground at 5 o'clock, p, m., being '17 miles from Fort Defiance and 
M from our last encampment; there are nearly 500 acres of cleared laud 
lying in one oody on the rivers SI. Joseph, St. Mary's and the Miami; 
there are line points of land contiguous to those rivers adjoining the 
cleared land. The rivers are navigable for small crafts in the summer, 
and in the winter there is water sullicicnt for large boats, the land 
adjacent fertile and well timbered, and from every appearance it has 
been one of the largest settlements made by tlie Indians in this country. 


On the morning of the 22nd of October, 1191. the garrison was in 


readiness, and Lieutenant-Colonel Ilamtramck assumed com maud of 
the 1'ost. After firing fifteen'rounds of cannon, Colonel Ilamtramck 
g:ivo it the name of FOKT WAYNE. 


Oil the 28th of October, having completed his work at the point now 


bearing his name, General Wayne with the main body of the regulars 
took up his liny of march for Fort Greenville, which he reached ou the 
2nd of November. 


During the period that elapsed between the departure (18th of Oct.) 


of Wayne for Fort Greenville from the newly completed garrison bear- 
ing his name until the 18th of May, 171HJ, Col. HarmtramcK remained in 
command at Fort Wayne; nothing of a very important nature trans- 
pired during that time.

After the arrival of the army under Wayne, Welts was made captain 


oftlie Spies, settling at the Old Orchard, a short distance from the 
coiilluence of the .St. Mary and St. Joseph, on the bank* of a little 
stream afterwards called Spy Him. 
The government subsequently 


granted him a pre-emption of some three hundred and twenty acres of 
land thereabout including hta improvements thereon, the old orchard, 
etc. Wells was afterwards appointed by the Guverment, Indian Agent 
here.

KAKI.Y WHITE SBTTLE11S. 


The lirst while ehikl born at Ke-ki-on-ga wis Hyacinth Lasuollo. 


The dale of his birth was February 28tli. 1777. He entered the military 
services in 1811. served as n lieutenant and captain of a vompanv, and 
finally attained the rank of major general of the militia. He dfed at 
Loganaport January £!rd, HMD. 


In an extract of a letter written by Major Hamtramck to Genernl 


Wayne, we meet with tho names of two white ]>coploaa early as I71H. 
Tho extract is as follows:. 


FOKT WAYNE, December 2», 1701. 


Yesterday a number of chiefs of the. Chlppeways, Ottuwiw, Sacks, 


and I'oUawatomios arrived with James and Antoine Lassello. It ap- 
pears that the tihawnces, Delawares, and Miiimles remain still under 
the influence of McKce; but Ijasseflo thinks they will be compelled to 
come into the measures of the other Indians. 


Mrs. tiriswold (formerly Mrs. Peltier) with her grandfather and 


grandmother, Balls Maloch and wife, came from Detroit to Fort Wayne 
as early as 1807. Mr. .fumes j'eltior, her husband, had been n trader at 
this point, mid early becoming warmly attached to the American ctinso 
was long most useful to the government as an interpreter and messenger. 


Even earlier than the mention of these we have Druet de Richard- 


ville, the alleged father of Chief Ulchardville, a French trader here for 
some years before and after the fated expedition of Lit lialme in 1780. 


CHIRK HHJHAIIDVILLK NOT AN INDIAN. 


QTfie statement that Kichardvillo was an Indian is mere tradition, to 
which is added the legend that he was born in n hut near the famous 
apple treo in the old orchard. It is also claimed that he ruled tho 
Mlamies for more than fifty years. He was born in 17fil and died in 
1841. How could his mother be chiefcss of the tribe for nome thirty 
years before the war of 1812, having passed the mace of pow'er to her 
son, which would be in tiie year 178'.!, whilst his rule of fifty years 
would place the date of his becoming chief in the year 17111 ? 


There is no doubt whatever that Hichardvllle was not bom in the old 


orchard, mid indeed it seems certain that he was not born in Fort 
Wayne. And it is settled beyond a doubt that he was not a Miami 
Indian, perhaps not an Indian at at). 


Josetta Ueaubien, in the long years ago, made application to be placed 


on the Government payroll of the Miami nation, on tho ground of being 
a niece of Chief John Baptist Hichardville. The Indiana said that llich- 
ardville was not; an Indian and hence she could not lay claim to any of 
the privileges extended to tho Miamies. They maintained that Itich- 
ardville was a French Canadian. Tho case was finally carried into the 
courts, and an attorney of Iluntington was appointed to defend the 
Indians. He gathered testimony, during the years 1854 and '55, from 
Francos Slocum, who was then an aged lady (a white woman who had 
been carried away from Ohio, by the Indians, when a child), living 
among the Miamies near I'eru, and from the Messrs. Hunt at Toledo, 
who lived here at the old fort in a very early day of this century. Ills 
testimony was also gathered from early white settlers about Fort 
Wayne, and from the oldest among the Indians. Frances Slocum tes- 
tified that she knew lltahardvillc when he came from Canada, a 
young man, and became a fur trader. lie spoke English and French, 
and rapidly acquired the Indian tongue. 


It is claimed that the traders recommended him for chief because of 


his knowledge of the languages. Again, it is stated that the traders 
made the Indians drunk and thus secured the election of Hichardville. 
All this is proven to have taken place at the mouth of the Missisainewa 
river, near Peru, probably about the year 1813. 


Again, it is maintained that the name John Baptist is nowhere found 


in the Miami tribe previous to Hichardville's time. Sometimes it is met 
among the L'ottawatomies, but never among the Miamies. La Fon- 
taine, the chief's son-in-law, staled that Hichardville was not a Miami 
Indian, but a French Canadian. In addition to all this: When the re- 
sult of these investigations was forwarded to the Secretary of the .In- 
terior, the evidence was so strong against Josetta Heaubicn, showing 
that her relative, the chief, was a French Canadian and not a Miami 
Indian, that her case was rejected. It is further affirmed that both his 
father and mother were unknown to the Indians. All the evidence 
gathered, and it is all swoni evidence, is still on file in Washington. 
This disposes of fiction and romance that lias long passed as history.

On the 4th day of July, 1800, the territory of Indiana was formed and 


Mr. Harrison, having been greatly instrumental in its formation, was 
appointed governor, Sept. 17th, 1802, with headquarters at Vincennes, 
which had lienn for several years the seat of government for the Indiana 
territory. Alt judicial matters relating to Fort Wayne were settled at 
Vincennes up to IfclH, when this portion of the state extending to Lake 
Michigan, was embraced in Randolph couniy, of which Winchester was 
the county seat up to the formation of Allen county in 1823. 


DEATH OF LITTLE TURTLE. 


On the 14th of July. 1812, tho famous Little Turtle died in his lodge 
at the old orchard, a short; distance north of the confluence of the .St. 
Mary and St. Joseph, in the yard fronting the house of his brother-in- 
law, Capt. Wm. Wells. lie came here from his plane of residence, at 
Littifi Turtle village on "Eel river, about twenty miles noihweat of Fort 
Wayne, to be treated by the U. K. surgeon at the fort. 


After the treaty of Greenville, Turtle had remained the true and 


faithful friend ot the Americans, and of the U. S. government. Te- 
cumsch strove hard to gain his confidence and aid, but without effect, 
for nothing could move him from his purposes of peace and good will 
towards the Americans. 


FOllT WAYNK nUKINO Till-; WAR OK 1812. 


Jty the 18th of Jnno, 1812, matters had so far approached a war basis 


between (Sreat Britain and the United States that the American gov- 
ernment had announced a declaration of war against tho English gov- 
ernment. The north western posts were informed of this decision and 
tho commanding officers of Fort Wayne, Detroit, Michillimackinaw 
and Chicago wero ordered to place their garrisons in the best possible 
state of defence without delay. 


Soon after the conclusion of the capitulation at Detroit, an expedi- 


tion was planned by the British against Fort Wayne. General /full 
towards the latter part of July, sent an express to Fort Wayne with a 
view to the Immediate relief of Captain Jleald and his command at 
Chicago. Ugj0^^. sticknoy was than Indian agent nt Fort Wayne 
dipt, Wij^^^^^Bwlio was aiib-ngent, iQH^krChicago at the head

of the iGamies. He was.ldlled at Fort Dearborn on the 16th of Aug- 
ust, tho same date upon which we gather to-day. After tlie massacre 
at Chicago the Pottawatomies engaged iu it spent some weeks about 
Fort Dearborn, and divided the spoils which had been given them at 
the time it was forsaken. Then they retired to their villages ou the St. 
Joseph o£ Lake Michigan, where they were assembled in council by 
British emissaries, and at their instigation determined upon a move- 
ment to lay siege to Fort Wayne. 


This condition of affairs being communicated to the war department, 


tlie propriety of calling out the balance of the Kentucky, draft, to he 
placed at Fort Wayne to keep the Indians in check, was pressed on the 
attention of the government. Both the American and British armies 
now soon became active in their movements against each other, and 
tho British commander made hold to assert that he would march the 
the northwestern army, under General Harrison, to Montreal by the 
first of. June. 
Tlie principal objects of the expeditions against the Indians at Fort 


Wayne and other points, was to destroy their provisians and means of 
subsistence, thereby effectually disabling them for renewed efforts. 
Kicuard M. Johnson, who had witnessed tlie effect of these movements 
and the elliciency of the mounted riflemen, on his return to congress laid 
before the war department a plan for a mounted expedition against 
the tribes.' Colonel Johnson was authorized to organize and hold in 
readiness a regiment of mounted volunteers—which he complied with 
on his return to Kentucky, at the close of the session of congress, and 
soon moved towards the scene of action. 


On tlie 5th of June the regiment under Johnson took up its line of 


march for Fort Wayne. When the troops reached Shane's crossing of 
the St. Mary, about forty miles from Fort Wayne, they were halted and 
drilled for some time, and remained over night. Heavy rains having 
but recently fallen, the St. Mary was found impassible; and on the fol- 
lowing morning a rude bridge was formed over this stream by felling 
trees across it, upon which the army crossed with their baggage*and 
guns, while their horses were gotten over by swimming them by the 
side of tho fallen timber. The remainder of the route to Fort Wayne 
proved very diilicult, all the flats and marshes being covered with water 
and the roads very miry. 


From Fort Wayne Colonel Johnson marched to the Elkhart river and 
on across to the south side of the St. Joseph of Lake Michigan, whence 
he returned to Fort Wayne and after a few days rest started down the 
Maumee to Fort Winchester. 


Much of the season of 1815 was speut iu rebuilding the fort. After 


the declaration o£ peace, the Indians began to gather here In large 
numbers to receive tlieir rations. The council-house, which had been 
destroyed by the siege of 1812, was rebuilt in 1810 upon the site of the 
old one, which was again occupied by the former Indian agent here 
Major B. F. Stickuey. In 1815 a few houses began to appear some dis- 
tance from the fort, but usually in range of the uastious. 


When Major Whistler assumed command of the garrison iuMay, 1815, 


aside from the the little band of soldiers here, were the two daughters 
of the commandant; George and John E. Hunt; Lieutenant Curliss, 
and William Sutttml'ield and wife. 
Among those who came to this 


Soiiitiu 1815 were a Mr. Bourie, Dr. Turner, Dr. Samuel Smith, and 


ohn I1. Hedges returned from Cincinnati. 
The following year l)r. 


Trevitt came. Jolin H. ljiatt of Cincinnati, beginning with 1812, fur- 
nished supplies to the army here, with whom in 1814 Andrew Wallace 
became associated. This contract was subsequently disposed of to 
Itobitrt llugh Glenn and Jacob Fowles, who sold it in 1817 to Major 
Wm. 1'. Kathbone of New York City. 


In 1816, Indiana having been admitted as a state, tn compliance with 


an act of congress a convention was held at Corydon with a view to the 
formation of a State Constitution, in which body this part of the state, 
then a portion of Knox county, was represented by John Badolet, John 
JieneJiel, John Johnson, Win. Folk ami Benjamin 1'arke. 


Major Stickney, under date Fort Wayne, Ang. 27,1817, writes thus to 


Tho8. McKinney, Superintendent of Imiian Affairs: 


All the Miamies and Eel Iliver Miamies are under my charge, about 


one thousand four hundred in number, and there are something more 
than two thousand Pottawatomies who come within my agency. The 
•proportion of children cannot be ascertained, but it must be less than 
among the white inhabitants of the United States. They have had no 
schools or missionaries among them since the time of the 1< touch Jesuits. 


Among the buildings erected here in 1819 was a log house by Samuel 


Hanna. In this he and James Barnett opened a considerable store for 
wholesaling to traders, in which business and building they continued 
for several years. Their goods reached hero from tho east by way of 
Detroit. Toledo and the Kapids of the Manmee, whence tliey were 
brought in pirogues, a kind of dug-out, usually quite long and of one 
solid tree. 


FOIIT WAYNE AS A THADINO POINT, 


Trade with the Indians constituted the main life and business activity 


of tlie place, even for some years after the organization of the county. 
One 01 the principal ways by which Fort Wayne was reached at this 
period was by water, cither by way of tho St. Marys or Maumee rivers, 
usually in Hat boats or pirogues, embarking lit St. Marys, Ohio, when 
coming by the way of the St. Marys river. The boat landing was just 
below the fort, about where the Mauniue bridge 10 and In the bend of 
the river. Up to IHiW it wits no uncommon sight to sue pirogues and 
Hat boats, laden with various articles of merchandise, whisky. Hour, 
furs, etc., land and unload and reload at this point. Great iititmiitivs of 
hides and peltries, arriving here on horses, commonly called packs, or 
by water across by portage from the Wabash, were placed in pirogues 
and rcshippud to Detroit and other points below. Tliiu business was 
for many years the principal commerce ot the place—in fact, the coin 
Itself by which notes and promises to pay were usually liquidated. 


This business of the portage or transporting of Roods to and from the 


waters of the Maumae.nnd Wiibosh, bad before the erection'of the fort 
become of considerable Importance. 
For some time previous to about 


1800. it had bucn pretty much monopolized by tho alleged mother of 
the late Chief IticnardviHe, who usually employed a considerable num- 
ber of men (Indians) and horues for that purpose. The extent nnd 
pro.lt of the business was such that the Indiana, upon the grant of a 
tract of land on Little river, at the treaty of Greenville, endeavored to 
have reserved to themselves the exclusive right of transportation across 
the portage, a portion of which was included in the grunt; and It was 
stated that as much as one hundred dollars had been yielded from this 
source in one day. It Is quite certain that this woman amassed a con- 
siderable fortune from this. 


Among those engaged in the Indian trade at this point, in 1819, was 


Francis Comparet. William U. and George W. Ewing arrived here in 
1822 and began trading with the Indians. 


En route for the Mississippi Oen. Lewis Cuss and the historian, II. It. 


8chool<;raft, mado a short «lop iit'thls point in June, 18*23. reaching here 
in a canoe by way of tho Mini met! from Detroit, whence tin's little vessel 
was hauled across the portage to Little llivcr, whence they proceeded 
on their journey to the Father of Waters. 


MAILS. 


The first regular mails began in 1822-3, which were brought here on 


horseback from Maumee and Piqua, Ohio, 


SALE OF LAND. 


A land oillce was established in Fort Wayne in 1822 James Holman 


of Wayne County was made Register, and Samuel C.Vance of Dearborn 
County Receiver. 


After the survey of the lands the President issued n proclamation for 


their sale, to the highest bidder, the minimum price being $1.25 per acre; 
the sale began on the 22d of October, 182H, at the fort. Considerable 
rivalry having been awakened touching that portion which embraced 
the town and neighboring settlement, some forty acres in the immediate 
locality of the fort being reserved for the use of the Indian Agent—the 
most extensive purchasers thereof were llarr of Baltimore, Md., and 
McCorklc of Piqua, Ohio. This portion of the city is marked on the 
city maps " Old Platt to Foit Wayne," and originally designated as "the 
north fraction of the south-east quarter of section two. township thirty 
north of range twelve cast:" and it was on this that Messera. JJarr and 
McCorkle laid off the original plat of tho "Town of Fort Wayne," as 
surveyed by Robert Young, of Piqua, Ohio. 


In this plat, Messrs. JJarr and McCorkle set apart and donated, by 


deed, a body of ground, some four rods square, as a free place of burial, 
with the privilege to any denomination, that might form a lirst organ- 
ization here, to build a Church thereon. 


ALLEN COUNTY AND 1VTIKNOIG THE NAME. 


By an act of the legislature of 1823, the present county of Allen was 


organized, and James Jlay, of Indianapolis,1 W. M. Conner, of Hamilton 
county, and Abaithcs Hathaway, were commissioners to determine the 
bound eries. 


In the last week of May, 182-1, the first election for county oiHcers oc- 


curred; tlie first session of the County Board was held on the 31st of 
May, the Board was constituted of Wm. Ilockhill, James Wymaiv and 
Francis Comparet." 


The county officers were, Anthony L, Davis, Clerk; Allen Hamilton, 


Sheriff; Samuel Hanna and Benjamin Cushman, Associate Judges; 
Joseph Holman, Treasurer; H. B. McKeen, first Assessor; Lambert 
Cushoois, first Constable of Wayne township, then embracing the entire 
county; W. T. Daviss, Overseer of the-Poor; 11. liars. Inspector of Elec- 
tions; Israel Taylor, Joseph Trontner and Moses Scott, Fence Viewers; 
Samuel Hanna, Road Supervisor for the township. 


At the lirst session of the Board an election for three Justices of the 


Peace for the township was ordered, which resulted in the choice of 
Alexander Ewing, Wra. X. Hood, and Wm. Rockhill, who then assumed 
the position, ex ofiiclo, oftlie Board of Justices, taking the place of 
County Commissioners. Their first session was held October 22d, 1824, 
at which time tlie commissioners gave notice af the location of a State 
Itoad from Vernon, in Jennings county, by the way of Greensburg, 
Hushville, and Now Castle, to Fort Wayne. 


The lirst circuit court held in Allen county, was on the Oth of August, 


1824, which then embraced what is now Adams, Wells, Huntington, and 
Whitley counties, C. W. Ewing was at that time prosecuting Attorney. 
John Tipton was made foreman of tho grand jury, which was composed 
as follows: Paul Taber. William Suttcnlleld, Alexander Ewing, .fames 
W. Hackloy, Charles Weeks, John Daviss, Wm. Probst, Horace Taylor, 
James Wyman, James Conner, Cyrus Taber, and W. N. Hood. 


The first case found on the docket was that of Richard Swain, vs, 


Joseph Trontner, for trespass; and continued. At this time, W. G. 
Ewinir was admitted to the bar as a practitioner lit law. 


The first application for citizenship was made by Frnncis Avclino, 


before this court, in 1824. The application was granted. 


Previous to IS25, the associate judges of different counties in the State 


also exercised probate jurisdiction, the clerk thereof acting also as clerk 
of the Circuit Court, while the sheriff acted for both. 


It was in this year, November Hth, that the organization of the first 


court, for probate purposes occurred. Court met at the Old Washington 
Hall and was presided over by Samuel Hanna and Benjamin Cushman. 


On the £1(1 of May, in a small book, some six inches square, tho first 


entry of letters of administration was made. 
Tlit first school house-was built, of brick, in 1825. It was used for 


many years not only as a school house-, but ns a place of religious wor- 
ship, town meetings and political.ppecches.

tucky.wlio took command of a rifle regimeut. He was a lawyer of much 
distinction at the Kentucky bar, and combined many eminent and en- 
dearing qualities as n private oitizeu. Allen county wus so named 


Rev. Isaac McCoy opened the first school in the old Tort, assisted by 


M. Montgomery aud Mr. and Mrs. Potts, in 1821, and was succeeded by 
Mr. lleury Cooper who opened one in the county jail in 1825. 


THE CANAL 


In the year, 1827, on the 3d of March, by an a«to£ Congress, every 
alternate section of land, equal to five miles in width, on both sides of 
what is now the Wabash and Erie canal, was gnntea to the State of In- 
diana, for the purpose of constructing a canal from the head of navi- 
gation on the Wabaah, at the mouth of the Tippecauoe river, to the foot 
of the Maumee Rapids, the same to be commenced at the expiration of 
. five years following the passage of the act; and to be completed within 
twenty years from that time. 
Soon after this grant, the Land Office Commissioners closed the sales 
and entry of all government lands lying along aud embraced witlun the 
limits of said grant, until such time as the State should select aud locate 
her bounty under the grant, .which, for a time, had the effect to retard, 
rather than superinduce and encourage settlement in the northern 
portion of the State, and along the region of the intended line of canal. 
A large body of this land, amounting to some two hundred and nfty 
thousand acres, lay in the State of Ohio, which was eventually ceded 
to that State by an act of Congress and the consent of the State of Ind- 
iana under certain stipulations, viz: -that the canal should be com- 
menced and completed according to the the original grant; and that it 
should be sixty feet wide on the surface o£ the water aud hve feet deep, 
instead of forty feet wide, and four deep. Hon. Jeremiah Hulhvaii, 
during 1815), was commissioned to adjust and settle this matter. 
In the winter of 1826 and 1827, a Board of. Canal Commissioners was 
created, whose duty it was to examine into the practicability of a canal 
route across from the Maumee to the Wabash, and of obtaining a sup- 
ply of water therefor from the St. Joseph, St Marys, Maumee or Wa- 
baah, or all of them; for which purpose $500 were appropriated and 
Samuel Hanna of Fort Wayne, .David Burr of Jackson county, and 
Robert John of Franklin county .were elected commissioners. It was 
very difficult to get this Board together, but finally it was convened by 
Governor Ray on the Utb of July, 1828, at Indianapolis, and there re- 
ceived from him plats, maps, surveys, proliles, notes, etc., of a report 
made by a corps ofGovenimeut engineers, under instruction of the JEn- 
Kineer*s department, from the mouth of Little river—at which point a 
prior survey had been suspended—thence down the Wabash, and from 
the summit at Fort Wayne down the Maumee. This Board of Commis- 
sioners met at Fort Wayne in the summer of that year (1828) and being 
without a level or any instrument to work with and having no engineer, 
and the $800 of appropriation being insufficient for any practical pur- 
pose Judge Hanna agreed to procure the instruments aud was there- 
upon dispatched to Uetroit, which place he reached on horse in two 
days, then proceeding to New York, procured the instruments and re- 
turned in an extraordinary quick time for that day. The Board then 
proceeded, by the aid of JoLu Smyth of Miamisburgh, Ohio, early in 
September to gauge the St. Joseph, St Marys and Wabash at the forks, 
During these observations Smyth was taken sick, and left the Board, 
none of whom were engineers, to carry on the work a* best they could. 
From the 10th to the 23d of September they spent the time in examin- 
ing the St. Joseph river aud the adjacent country, for the purpose of 
designating the feeder of the cnual, aud finally succeeded in locating the 
dam and feeder-line to the summits, making their own estimates aud 
adopting those of Colonel Moore, under whose direction former surveys 
had been made down the Wabash and Maumee rivers, which in the 
meantime had been received from the War Department, enabling the 
Commissioners, after the most diligent work day and night, to present 
a report of their labor on the 2fith of December, later than was intended 
by the law creating the commission. So exhausted wus Colonel Burr 
by constant fatigue in calculation, &c., that for a time his mental 
powers were overcome, and hence it devolved on Judge Hanna tore- 
port. This report was concurred in, and from that day went on a work 
which has proved so great u benefit to Indiana. In this capacity Jujlge 
Hanna served three years. The canal lauds were located by commis- 
sioners, under act ot January 25tli, 1829. and platted and a sale opened 
at LoBiinsport after some delay in October, 1KJO, aud an office opened in 
the first week in October, 1832, at Fort Wayne. 
TheCommisoionersof the Wabash and Erie canal met at Fort Wayne 
on the 22d of February, 1832, for the purpose of carrying into effect the 
requisitions of the late law of the Legislature, providing for the com- 
mencement of said work prior to the al day of March, 1JW3, whereupon 
the commissioners appointed the anniversary of tlie birth of the Father 
•of his country as the day on which th first excavation should be made 
on said canal, and by order of the Board J. Vigus, Esq., was authorized 
to procure the necessary tools and assistance mid repair to the most 
convenient point oti the St. Joseph Feeder-line, at 2 o'clock, of that day 
for the purpose aforesaid. 
The intention of the Commissioners having been made known.a large 
number of citizens of the town of Fort Wayne and Us vicinity, together 
with a number of gentlemen from thu valley of the Wabash, convened 
for tht) purpose of making arrangements for the celebration of this im- 
portant undertaking; Henry Uuulsilt was called to the chair and David 
fi: Colorick Appointed secretary. 
The procession having formed, proceeded across the St Mary s river 
to the point selected, a circle was formed in which the Commissioners 
and Orators took their stand. Charles W. Ew.ng, delivered an appro- 
priate address which was received with acclamation. J. Vigus, one of 
the Canal Commissioners, and the'only one present, itddreased th« com* 
p»uy; he explained the reason why his colleagues were absent—adverted 
to the difficulties and embarrassments which thu friends of the canal 
had encountered and overcome: noticed the importance of the work and 
the advantages which would ultimately be realized and concluded by 
saying. I am now about to commence the Wabash and Erie canal in the 
name and by the authority of the; State of Indiana. Having thus said 
he struck the blow—-broke ground—while the company hailed the ovent 
with three cheers. Judge liauna and Capt Murray, two of the able and 
consistent advocates of the canal in the councils of the State, next ap- 
proached and excavated the earth; and then commenced an indiscrim- 
inate digging and cutting. The procession then marched back to town,

Though this took place at a later period than fs intended to be in- 
cluded in tills narrative, it ia but proper that the event, which was of 
an almost national importance, should he at least referred to. H took 
place July 4th, 1843, eleven years after ground was broken. General 
Caas was the orator of the day. The ceremony brought together a vast 
concourse of people from Detroit, Cleveland, Toledo, Lafayette, Cin- 
cinnati and all points contiguous to Fort Wayne, 
In thin connection are ottered from a large number of letters. In re- 
sponse to an invitation to attend the ceremony, one from Daniel Web- 
ster, and another from Rd. M. Johnson who commanded the Kentucky 
and Ohio soldiery against the Indians in 1812.

The Maumee joined to the 
Wabaahl Lake Erie connected with the Ohio and the Mississippi I New' 
York and New Orleans rival markets for the products of a vast portion 
of the most fertile west, with easy and rapid communication to either! 
Ceitainiy, you are very Tight in rejoicing in this event as a "new era in 
the history of the west." Well may the thousands of inhabitants of 
these valleys assemble together to give expression to their feelings of 
exultation, and to congratulate one another on the attainment of an 
object of such high importance. Accustomed to regard our whole 
country as one country, and to look with equal interest on the progress 
of improvement In all parts of it, I am deeply penetrated, especially, with 
a sense of the value on these great lines of communication in the new 
and rich states ot the west. I should join in your celebration, If it 
"were possible for me to attend it, with the most sincere gratification. 
Let the completion of this great work encourage us all. Let us 
hope, and for myself I both hope and believe, that the darkest hour In 
the day of our depression has passed away; and let us trust that an en- 
lightened public spirit, private industry, public and private economy, 
and the prevalence of just principles and honorable sentiments, may 
erelong place the whole country even in advance of any stage of its 
former prosperity.

WHITE STH.FHEH, Ky.. .Tune 12th, 1843. 


GENTLEMEN—Your invitation has been received to attend the cel- 
ebration of the completion of the Wabash and Erie Canal oh the 4th of 
July. My previous engagement to meet the Oregon convention at Cin- 
cinnati will prevent me. Fort Wayne is a memorable place in the early 
settlement of the western country. It is a place at which I was occa- 
sionally stationed during the late war, when I had the honor to 
command tlus gallant sons of Kentucky iu defense of that wilderness 
frontier in conjunction with the brave sons of OIil'i. It brings to my 
mind interesting reminiscences connected with tho condition of our 
country at that day, and there is no place in the wide valley of the 
Mississippi which 1 should- be more gratified to visit. I regret that it 
will not DO in my power to meet my fellow-citizens as requested. The 
4th of July is ji very appropriate period to celebrate the completion of 
that interesting and splendid improvement, which opens a safe water 
communication to the Atlantic and middle stiitca by means of the lakes 
and other similar improvements; thus giving strength to our federal 
union increasing eur wealth and happiness and tending to perpetuate 
our free institutions. I sincerely congratulate you and our fellow cit- 
izens of Ohio and Indiana in the beneficial results of the consummation 
of this important canal.

THE FIRST CHURCHES. 


In 1820 the Rev.Isaac McCoy, a Baptist minister, in one of his reports 
atatea that a perceptible change could lie seen in Mie minds of the sev- 
eral tribes of Indians about here. Mr. McCoy, while a Baptist mias.oa-

ary to the Indians, often preached to the Fort Wayne settlers, but it 
was cot until 1837 that tho First Baptist church was organized. 
The f.rsk regularly ordained minister of the Methodist Episcopal 


church was Rev. James Hargrave, in 1827. Services were conducted by 
him wherever he found a convenient place. 
In the year 1831 about twenty German families were organized into a 
German Lutheran church, and shortly thereafter their first edifice wus 
built. 
In 1831 Rev. S.T.Badin visited Fort Wayne and celebrated mass at 
the residence of Francis Comparet; but the first priest permanently 
appointed pastor of the Catholic congregation was Rev. Louis Mueller, 
who settled here in 1830. 


EARLY CltUBClI ItECOIlDS. 


In the year 1831 Father Badin, known as the protopriest of America 
because he was the first priest ordained in the United States, visited 
Fort Wayne. Some of his records are at the cathedral in this city in a 
good state of preservation and quite legible, most of them written in 
French. The first upon the pages is the following translated from the 
French: 
At Fort Wayne, Diocese of Bardstown, I the undersigned. Priest and 


Missionary Apostle, baptized Peter David, born the 6th of October, 
1830, of the civil marriage of Peter Gibaud aud Mary Giband. Tho 
sponsors were John Baptist Becket aud Theresa Duret nis wife.

The first marriage he recorded is as follows: 
In the year 1831, the 13tu February (tho contracting parties herein- 
after named, for several years residents of Fort Wayne, in Indiana, of 
the diocese of Bardstown, residing far distant from a priest, the near- 
est being 130 miles, were for this reason obliged to contract civil mar- 
riage before William Ewing, Judge-probate of the county of Allen), I 
the undersigned, priest, having come to preach a mission at Fort 
Wayne, above named, have given the nuptial benediction to .lames Av- 
eline, the eldest son of Francis Aveliue and Genevieve Cardinal, and 
to Catharine Comparet, eldest daughter of Michael Comparet and 
Agues Jcauue, who have signed the present Register, together with 
John Baptist Godfroy. Francis Henaud, John B. Bequette and Peter 
Courveill", who have sigued with us or affixed their mark.

FIKST PIUNTtNO OFFICE. 


The first printing office established in Fort Wayne was that of the 


Fort Wayne Sentinel, by Thomtis Tigar and S. V. B. Noel, iu June, 18!W. 


FIttST BANK. 


In 1835 a branch of the State Dank of Indiana was established here. 
Hugh McCulloch, who at that time held the office of Judue of the Pro- 
bate Court, was appointed cashier and manager, Samuel Haona being 
the president. 


FORT WAYNE INCOIiroRATED. 


The act of the Legislature, incorporating Fort Wayne, was approved 
February 22d, 1840. and provided for the election by the people of a 
Mayor and six members of the Council. This Council elected tfm other 
general officers. The first officers were as follows: Mayor, George W. 
Wood; Utcorder.F. P. Rnudnll; Attorney, F. P. Knndall; Treasurer, 
George F. Wright; High Constable, Samuel S. Morss; Collector, Samuel 
8. Morse; Assessor, Kobert E. Fleming; Market Master. James Post-: 
Street Commissioner, Joseph H. MeMitken; Chief Engineer, Sttmuel 
Edsall; Aldermen: William Itockhill. Thomas Hamilton. Madison 
Swootzor, Samuul Kdsall, William S. Kthull and William M Moon. The 
first Jloarct of Health, appointed in 1842, was composed of Drs. John 
Evans, William II. Brooks and Bernard tjuvenick. 


KAILKOADS. 
The Ohio and Indiana railroad was located here in 1852 and completed 
in 18M. The Fort Wayne and Chicago'railroad was commenced lit 1854 
and completed In 1857. In ISA'! ttte two were consolidated and became 
the Httsburv. Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad. 
The lirst locomotive reached Fort Wayne by way of the canal, in 
charge of H. W. Wohlfort. It was landed June 1th, 1864. 


CITY J*EAL. 
The seal of tho city of Fort Wayna was designed by Hon. F. P. Ran- 
aall about 1858. Upon its face are a pair of scales; under the scales are 
d swovd and Mercury's wand inverted crossed at their points. Above 
tho scales is the word, in a semicircle, Ke-ki-oii-ga, the Indian (original) 
name of our present Fort Wayne. Tho word is consequently not of a 
Greek origin, as a clerk in one of the departments at Washington some 
years ago thought It to be, when he fruitlessly searched for it In Web- 
ster's unabridged. Around the outside edge are the words, "City o£ 
Fort Wayne, Indiana," 


TIIK BNI). 
It is plain that the Indian settlement of Ke-Xi-on-ga, beginning with 
the early visits of both tho red man and thu white, to tho building of 
forts and the battles fought hero aud in the neighborhood, is historic 
ground of more than ordinary Interest Again, from the day that peace 
was rondo after tlio Indian wars, and its re-establishment in the days of 
1812, to the coming of white settlers, and iu the meantime the Impor- 
tance attached by tho government to thu natural waterways and forts 
of tills region, are facts worthy of more than passing notice. Yet 
again, this being the camping ground of an Indian tribe powerful in 
war and rich in possessions, and it being tho soil upon which a bulwark 
.of protection was built—a fortress from which in honor of an heroic 
ana skillful general our city is named—hi there any wonder that we 
take a pride in sneaking of our existence and its importance in history, 
—of thfl deeds of our early settlers? Nay, there cannot be any surprise 
that we sock to perpetuate by an imperishable monument of stone and 
iron, to have Heating o'er it tho shirs and stripes for which they fought 
and beneath which as under a protective mantle we love to gather—to 
build a monument to the memory of a brave soldiery and to Ilam- 
trarack, marshalled to civilization's victory by that hero of the Maumee 
valley, General Anthony Wayne!
